DETAILED ACTION 

In the reply filed on June 11, 2008, claims 1, 3-14, 16-30 have been amended. Claims 1- 
30 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-30 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With respect to claims 1, 21 and 30, the art on record does not disclose, teach or fairly 
suggest the limitation "filtering means located between an application program on a higher layer 
and a device driver on a lower layer for repeating a process of hooking data packet of the 
encrypted content package with message between the application program and the device 
driver, converting the data packet to a format corresponding to decryption, decrypting the 
encrypted data packet using one or more decryption keys, and sending the decrypted data 
packet to the application program". Claims 2-20 and 22-29 depend on claims 1 and 21 and are 
allowed with the same rationale thereto. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the 
issue fee.
